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Reagan Charges LBJ With Appeasement 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gov. 
Reagan accuses President John­ 
son of following a “ policy of 
appeasement" in the Pueblo in­ 
telligence ship crisis. 


The United States, Reagan 
told a news conference Tuesday, 
is “ the most powerful nation in 
the world.” But he said North 
Korea, which seized the U.S. 
Navy intelligence ship, can ap­ 
parently “ tweak our nose and 
get away with it.” 


As an alternative to Johnson's 
policy, Reagan 
suggested the 
possibility of “counter-seizing of 
their shipping and holding it un­ 
til ours is returned." 
The Republican governor, a 
potential candidate for the GOP 
presidential nomination, made 
it clear he favors a more mili­ 
tant stand against the Commu­ 


nists in response to questions

As for his own political fu­ 
ture. he said again he is not a 
candidate for president. But he 
reiterated he is determined to 
head a California favorite son 
delegation to the GOP National 
Convention. And he strongly in­ 
dicated he wants no competi­ 
tion from other GOP presiden­ 
tial possibilities in the s t a t e 
June primary. 
Asked about Tuesday’s Field 
Poll, which said only one out of 
four California Republicans like 
his plan to pre-empt the field in 
the primary, Reagan said, “ All 
I can tell you is that if I let 
mvself tx* guided by the Field 
Poll, I wouldn’t have run for 
governor." Early Field polls in 


1966 showed him trailing the in­ 
cumbent, Democrat Edmund G. 
Brown. 
Reagan said that Republican 
organizations in California want­ 
ed him to be a favorite son, and 
that he doesn’t expect any oppo­ 
sition. Questioned about reports 
that former Vice P r e s i d e n t 
Richard M. Nixon may chal­ 
lenge him in the primary, Rea­ 
gan said “ the former vice pre­ 
sident has not said he is a can­ 
didate." Nixon is expected to 
announce his plans Thursday. 
As California’s favorite son, 
Reagan will go to the Republi­ 
can National Convention as the 
head of an 86-vote delegation- 
all of whose members are ex­ 
pected to pledge to follow Rea­ 
gan’s orders. 
That could give him a base 
upon which to build for his own 


bid if Nixon stumbles — or a 
potent bloc to influence t h e 
choice of another nominee. 
His

about the Pueblo were in line 
with his previous militant for­ 
eign policy statements on Viet­ 
nam. 
Asked if Johnson’s conduct in 
the incident borders "on ap­ 
peasement,” Reagan replied:

Asked to suggest alternative 
policies, Reagan said "a number 
of things" have been proposed 
“bv people in the national gov­ 
ernment” — among them block­ 
ading harbors and spring North 
Korean shipping. 
He said "if we seize their 


shipping, and they must have 
shipping on the high seas and 
around the world, I have a 
hunch that they’d be a little in­ 
terested if we blockaded their 
ports, for example. There comes 
a moment in which it must hurt 
pretty much to hang on." 
He said he was not consider­ 
ing suggesting an armed attack 
on North Korea. 
On another matter, Reagan, 
in response to many questions, 
defended his decision to have 
Alameda ( ounty Superior Court 
Judge Thomas Caldecott serve 
as a legislative adviser while 
the judge is on vacation.

British television in a new iden­ 
tity. 


The 31-year-old star is in Lon­ 
don filming the Henry James 
novel, “ Portrait of a Lady," in 
six parts for BBC Two. 


Gone are the neat white coat 
and close-cut blond hair that 
made Chamberlain a school­ 
girls’ heart-throb. The actor has 
let his hair go back to its natur­ 
al brown and grow to shaggy 
Beatle-length for his part of 
Ralph Touchett in the period 
costume drama. 


This time, as a tubercular1 
cousin of Isabel Archer, the 
Lady of the title role, he makes' 
a neat switch from doctor to pa­ 
tient. Readers 
of the 
Henry 
James novel may remember 
that Touchett dies at the end of 
the story. The BBC is hoping it 
won’t be snowed under with let­ 
ters from fans protesting that 
they’ve killed Dr. Kildare. 


Exciting Thing 
Although Chamberlain doesn’t 
have the leading role, and is not 
getting 
star 
treatment 
from 
high-brow BBC Two, he doesn’t 
care. “ This is the most exciting 
thing that ever happened to 
me.” he enthused at a rehearsal 
tea break. 


“ American 
television 
just 
doesn’t do any dramatic serials 
like this, so I would never have 
had this opportunity except in 
England." 


The only thing he wouldn’t 
willingly take on, Chamberlain 
says, is another doctor role. 


“ I’m not ungrateful, but Dr. 
Kildare was a five-year project, 
and frankly, 
I was relieved 
when it wound up." 


Baker Street Flat 
The actor has rented a bache­ 
lor flat off Baker Street, where 
he “ scrambles up a little break­ 
fast" for himself, and has taken 
to buying his clothes at Blades, 
one of London’s top shops for 
sharp gents. He’s anxious that 
nobody should think he’s gone 
native. “ This long hair is strict­ 
ly for my new part; I didn't fan­ 
cy wearing a wig. I like Eng­ 
land, 
hut 
I ’m 
not 
knocking 
America. In fact, I’m feeling a 
bit homesick at the moment." 


Play a Turkey 
Chamberlain was on a visit 
here in November when his 
agent snared the BBC role for 
him. “ Portrait of a Lady" is his! 
first costume part since ama­ 
teur dramatics in Pomona Col­ 
lege. He cheerfully admits that 
his first effort to shake the Kil­ 
dare image turned out to be a 
turkey. That was in “ Breakfast 
at Tiffany»," which “ played for 
a month in Philly and Boston, 
had four previews in New York, 
and then expired." He last act­ 
ed in a movie, “ Romance," with 
Julie Christie, which is sched­ 
uled for Faster release in Amer­ 
ica. 


David Conway, the young pro­ 
ducer of the “ Portrait" color 
series, which will later run in 
black and white on BBC One, 
says he hopes to sell it to Amer­ 
ican television, 
too. 
Richard 
Chamberlain isn’t too hopeful 
about that, though he thinks 
that the several Americans in it 
“ may make it more palatable to 
the Midwest." 


The Dr. Kildare series was 
nearly as popular in England as 
in Am n< a, and Chamberlain is 
often recognized on the street 
here, 


“ But the British are more ret­ 
icent about letting you know 
it," he says. “ It’s super for ac­ 
tors h**re, because the profes­ 
sion is more respected, and 
thought of more realistically."

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EDITORIAL 
Warren's Statement 
Applauded by Reds 


In dedicating the new Earl W arren Legal Center 
at the University of California Berkeley campus, Cali­ 
fornia’s Chief Justice Roger J. Traynor said: “I have 
realized anew' how concerned our Chief Justice is 
with high standards of judicial adm inistration each 
time I have listened to his annual report to the 
American Law' Institute on the federal judiciary.” 
Unfortunately, most of us don’t hear Mr. W ar­ 
ren’s annual report and have to depend upon state­ 
ments from the U. S. Supreme Court bench for our 
estim ate of his concern with high judicial standards. 
Take as an example his rather startling statement 
in a 6-2 ruling declaring unconstitutional a statute 
making it a crim e for member's of the Communist 
party to have jobs in defense installations. 
The Chief Justice declared that the law in ques­ 
tion violated workers’ right of association guaranteed 
by the First Amendment, and that its aim of insuring 
“ national defense” had no validity, and was m ere 
“ talism atic incantation.” 
One of the two dissenters, Justice Byron White, 
pointed out that the “right of association” is nowhere 
mentioned in the Constitution, and is a judicial con­ 
cept less than ten years old, and concluded that such 
a right cannot override the public interest in nation­ 
al security. 
Mr. W arren was not without applauders, however. 
Gus Hall, general secretary' of the Communist party, 
called the decision “ a m ajor victory' for all trade un­ 
ionists and shop w orkers” that “strengthened the la­ 
bor movement and its rights of political action in this 
crucial election year.”

Fleet’s Visit 
To ‘Rock’ 
Irks Spain 


A seemingly harmless visit 
by 17 ships of the U.S. Sixth 
Fleet to Gibraltar is develop­ 
ing into something of an inter­ 
national incident. 
In view of United States’ 
problems in Vietnam and the 
current 
“ Pueblo crisis,” 
it 
cannot be regarded as among 
the most pressing problems at 
the moment. 
Ultimately, 
however, 
could affect NATO’s already 
weakened 
defenses 
in 
the 
Mediterranean at a time when 
the Russian presence in the 
same area is on the increase 


At the root of the problem is 
Spain's 
running 
feud 
with 
Great Britain over possession 
of “The Rock," historic guar­ 
dian of the western entrance 
to the Mediterranean. 
And, 
however harmless the fleet's 
visit may have semcd to the 
Americans, the Spanish took 
a dim view of it indeed. 
They warned that further 
such visits could endanger the 
agreement by 
w h i c h 
the 
United States has the joint use 
in Spain of three Air Force 
bases, a nuclear Polaris sub­ 
marine base at Rota and sev­ 
eral classified naval facilities. 
In 
Madrid, 
the 
move 
aroused speculation that Spain 
would raise its price tag on 
the 
bases 
in 
negotiations 
which must be concluded be­ 
fore the end of September, 
1968. 


Spain 
wants 
preferential- 
treatment in the United States 
“save-the-dollar” program to 
help her own battle against in­ 
flation and to offset a deficit 
in Spainsh balance - of - pay­ 
ments, the difference between 
income and outgo. 
In coming days Spain is ex­ 
pected to press hard for a be­ 
ginning of talks which will ex­ 
plain just how the U.S. aust­ 
erity program is to affect her. 
Regardless of any 
U. S. 
threat to shift to the British 
base on Gibraltar, there is no 
denying Spain's increased im­ 
portance to NATO's Mediter­ 
ranean defenses since Pres­ 
ident Charles de Gaulle's de­ 
fection from the North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty organization. 
On her 
side 
also, 
Spain 
could step up the pace of her 
growing 
friendliness 
with 
France. The two have held 
Joint military maneuvers and 
are cooperating in economic 
ventures along their joint bor­ 
ders. 
The cause of It all, the 
25,000 inhabitants of Gibraltar, 
already have expressed their 
opinion. 
By vote 
they 
ex­ 
pressed their desire to retain 
British-style democracy as op­ 
posed to Franco’s totalitarian 
Spain.

George Wallace is gone. Like­ 
ly, they’ll find another demon- 
image to hang on the wall 
and hoot at, pretending It’s a 
pinup boy of the Respectable 
Right. 


It doesn’t m atter that the 
pugnacious Alabaman is al- 
most-anathema to the conser­ 
vative establishment. So was 
Robert Welch in his heyday, 
and the leftists of both parties 
tarred - and - feathered Barry 
Goldwater with the slanderous 
association, 
although 
Barry 
had tried to prevent Welch 
from publishing that notorious 
anti-F.isenhower screed, The 
Politician. With the liberals, 
heaven knows, anything goes. 


Before Wallace and before 
Welch, there was Senator Joe 
McCarthy who was presented 
£.s a devil-figure of Old Guard 
Republicanism. Truthfully, the 
“ Mr. Republican” of that day 
(ne Robert Taft) was about 
as close to Joe as Jehoshaphat 
is to Jezebel. 
Never mind. 
When the Left Bank doll-mak- 
ers 
set out 
to populate 
a 
rogues’ gallery for the villifv- 
ing of their opponents, truth 
gets turned into the street, and 
logic becomes a vagrant. 


Pertinent to these comments 
Is a poll of 220 spokesmen for 
American 
conservatism, 
se­ 
lected by the Human Events 
news magazine. Answers to 
the questionnaire show that 


the former Alabama governor 
finds support for his Presiden­ 
tial candidacy elsewhere than 
the brain trust of the Res­ 
pectable Right. 
Does this panel of conserv­ 
ative opinionists believe that 
Wallace will help or hurt con­ 
servative candidates for Con­ 
gress? Hurt — 74 per cent. 
Wouid the Wallace third tic­ 
ket in November help or hurt 
President Johnson's election 
chances? Help Johnson — by 
58 per cent in the North, by 72 
per cent in the Smith, by 64 
per cent in the whole country. 
Does candidate Wallace hurt 
or harm the American con­ 
servative movement? Hurt — 
by 74 per cent. 
Is Wallace a racist? Yes — 
by 68 per cent. Is he a fiscal 
conservative? No — by 51 per 
cent, with 19 per cent of no 
opinion. 
How does he fare 
with youth? Arnold Steinberg, 
David Franke and Timothy 
Wheeler — all spokesmen for 
young conservatism — give 
Wallace thumbs down, even 
as a protest candidate. And 
with the senior conservatives? 
William 
Henry 
Chamberlin, 
Wall Street Journal book cri­ 
tic, finds Wallace, “ not, in my 
opinion, of Presidential cali­ 
ber.” No m atter who runs as 
the GOP candidate, the res­ 
pondents to this poll are anti- 
Wallace by ratios that range 
from 97 to 77 per cent, de­ 
pending on who heads the Re­ 
publican ticket. 


There is no way to read 
these figures except as a re­ 


nunciation of George Wallace 
by the conservative commun­ 
ity. So where does he get the 
rising support that is reflect­ 
ed in the Gallup and Harris 
polls? The same January 27 
issue of Human Events offers 
a clue in a tight-knit article 
by Victor Gold, one of Barry 
Goldwater’s 
’64 
campaign 
press secretaries and a na­ 
tive 
Alabaman. 
Throughout 
his career, as Gold documents 
it, Wallace has been the yes- 
man of the groundlings. If the 
mob was in a mood to yell 
for pensions, for segregation, 
for soak-the-rich, for party re­ 
gularity, for party insurrec­ 
tion, for whatever. Wallace 
would be the cheerleader. As 
Mencken once wrote about an­ 
other 
political 
personality, 
Wallace would start fattening 
a missionary in the backyard 
if the rabble favored canni­ 
balism. In short, Wallace is 
a demagog. If he has any po­ 
litical philosophy, it is that of 
Populism, and his ideological 
ancestor is Huey Long. 
My quarrel, however, is not 
with Governor Wallace, who 
is faithful in his own fashion, 
but with the perfidious schem­ 
ers who try to fob him off as 
a conservative. He is a plea­ 
sant man, and 1 like him as 
I have liked Bob Welch and 
Joe McCarthy for the enemies 
they’ve made. 
Yes — but when it comes 
time to load the Noah’s Ark 
with political animals, Wal­ 
lace 
shouldn’t 
be 
allowed 
aboard in any skin except his 
own. 


Backstairs at the W h i t e 
House: 
This week m arks the 86th 
birthday anniversary of Presi­ 
dent Franklin D. 
Roosevelt 
who died in office at the age 
Of 63. 
While it is expected of his­ 
torians to keep their e y e s 
turned to the past, it remains 
something of a political phen­ 
omenon almost 23 years after 
his death that Roosevelt and 
his policies continue to be de­ 
bated politically. 
There are a number of peo­ 
ple still active around Wash­ 
ington who worked with Roos­ 
evelt’s New Deal which shows 
the extent to which he—as did 
his much later successor, the 
late President John F. Ken­ 
nedy — attracted young peo­ 
ple into federal service. 


FDR personally epitomized 
cultured, wealthy aristocracy, 
but his n a t u r e and talents 
were such that he could gen­ 
erate one sort of feeling in the 
masses while feeling s o m e ­ 
thing himself. For example, 
he could speak inspirationally 
about the problems of t h e 
needy, yet most of his knowl­ 
edge of the poor was second­ 
hand. 
He came perilously close to 
losing control of his party, as 
well as the government in the 
1939-40 period, yet most Amer­ 
icans recall him today as a 
leader of tremendous power. 
It is a m atter of historical 
fact that in 1939-40 Roosevelt 
was considerably closer to po­ 
litical disaster than is one of 
his early students, President 
Johnson. 
Roosevelt had his troubles 
with “doves” decades before 
the term came into popular 
use. At one point, well before 
Pearl Harbor, thousands 
of 
American young people des­ 
cended on Washington to pro­ 
test, among other things, the 
draft and this country’s early 
aid to Great Britain and other 
European allies. 


How did I DR handle It? He 
allowed them to assemble in 
the south grounds of the White 
H o u s e where he denounced 
t h e m and their leaders to 
their faces. 
Although FDR went to Har­ 
vard, he was not an intellec­ 
tual by t o d a y ’ s standards. 
Still he was the darling of the 
professors for bringing many 
of their number into govern­ 
ment. He was a paralytic the 
entire time he was in t h e 


White House, but It was not 
u n t i l his death that most 
Americans learned f o r t h e 
first time that he could not 
walk a step unaided. 
Authors, poets and p l a y - 
wrights of this century hailed 
him, but he seldom read what 
they wrot^. His favorite bed­ 
time r e a d i n g consisted of 
mystery books. He cared little 
for classical music. His atti­ 
tude toward modem art was 
one of mystified rejection. 


He could be frightfully pa­ 
tronizing, although his victims 
seldom knew it. He could be 
charming with p e o p l e he 
loathed. And he could be bel­ 
ligerently stubborn about ac­ 
cepting advice. 
It remains a parlor game In 
s o m e 
Washington 
circles, 
among those who knew him, 
to speculate about how FDR 
mi.’ht have reacted to 1968. 
One man who worked with 
him closely said recently: 
“ I do wish The Boss could 
have lived to confront t w o 
things — the miniskirt and 
Stokeiv Carmichael. He would 
have howled with delight at 
the first, and scared hell out 
of the second.”

Voters Protest More Taxation

foundation for the argument 
made by Minnesota Sen. Eu­ 
gene McCarthy and «ome oth­ 
ers that Congress hangs back 
on the President’s tax bill be­ 
cause it fears U. S. citizens do 
not want to pay for a war they 
do not like. 
This reporter tapped a num­ 
ber of congressional sources 
and found many of them scoff­ 
ing at the idea. They simply 
do not believe that discontent 
over the Vietnam war, what­ 
ever its true measure, is play­ 
ing any kind of key role in law­ 
m akers’ reluctance to give the 
Pn*sident the 10 per cent in­ 
come tax surcharge he wants. 


Probing into Lyndon John­ 
son’s difficulties on this score 
needs to be persistent, since 
there Is no latter-day preced­ 
ent for the situation he finds 
himself in. 
Though there was, of course, 
no attem pt to put the financ­ 
ing of whopping World War II 
costs on a pay-as-you-go basis, 
the late President Roosevelt 
engineered 
m issive tax 
in­ 
creases to shoulder part of the 
load. 
Former 
President 
Harry 
Truman, while steering the 
country through the three-year 
Korean war, jam m ed two m a­ 


jor lax increases past the Con­ 
gress back-to-back in 1950 and 
1951 and had an outside chance 
of getting a third boost in 1952. 
The first lilted federal rev­ 
enues by $8.8 billion, the sec­ 
ond $5.7 billion. 


The Vietnam war, as a m a­ 
jor U. S. military enterprise, is 
today almost exactly as long as 
the Korean conflict. Yet in 
those three years the President 
has won no tax hikes and has 
only the slimmest prospect of 
getting one in this costlier 
than-ever fourth year of war. 
If no increase is voted in 
1968, then it is plain the na­ 
tion is in for the worst unbal­ 
ancing of the budget since 
World War II, when for five 
straight years federal deficits 
ranged from $20 billion to $57 
billion. 
With a smaller population 
and a much smaller total prod­ 
uct, it was deemed then that 
any tax program which cam e 
even close to balancing the 
steep wartime budgets would 
be crushing. 
The sam e argum ents cannot 
be advanced now. If Truman 
could slap on new levies to 
help pay for the war and check 
inflation, why cannot Presi­ 
dent 
Johnson 
manage 
the 
same? 


Judging from congressional 
views expressed both publicly 
and privately, lawmakers feel 
the real rebellion in the voting 
citizenry is against rising taxes 
as such — and not against their 
use in a puzzling war. 


Congressmen who have been 
going home just in recent days 
find this mood more acute 
than ever. 


They 
hear 
from 
people 
whose property taxes have 
been soaring on a steady curve 
for many years, who in many 
cases are paying, or soon may 
pay, higher state income and 
sales taxes, who see no end to 
the upward spiral. 


In the view of many legis­ 
lators, Johnson’s proposals, if 
enacted, could be the straw 
that breaks their backs at the 
polls next November. 
It might be different, some 
will say, if the President's plan 
could be simply and stoutly de­ 
fended as a “war tax,” as Tru­ 
man cam e close to doing. 
Widespread belief on the Hill 
is that it is too late for that. 
Johnson has told the country 
again and again it could have 
both w ar and social program s, 
and this has taken the steam 
of urgency out of his tax In­ 
crease proposals.

Lest the merchants of migraine mistake 
him and send over a case of Coke or Bubble- 
Up, the colonel called his shots—372 fifths of 
hard liquor, and 20 bottles of assorted wines 
and bitters. This is quite a few headaches 
for the 1.200 guests, not to mention the liquor 
dealers, who are not, as a rule, eager to give 
away free giggle syrup.

DEAR DR. BROTHERS: The doctor has told us that our youngest son is 
mildly retarded. What does this mean and what is his future?—T.T. 
DEAR MR. T.T.: The term “mildly retarded” is a catchall phrase. It can 
mean your son has a learning difficulty due to hearing or sight or emotional 
difficulties. It can mean he has slight brain damage or some other physical con­ 
dition which affects his abil- 
and treatment of müd mental 
Ity fb learn. 
Even if I knew the exact 
diagnosis, it would be dif­ 
ficult to predict his future. 
With new teaching machines 
and new knowledge about the 
causes 
and 
treatments 
for 
mental retardation, he prob­ 
ably has a brighter future than 
some underprivileged children 
do now. 
The Group for the Advance­ 
ment of Psychiatry recently 
hsued a 64-page report dis­ 
cussing the diagnosis, psycho­ 
pathology, cause, prevention 


retardation. The report said: 
“If all the money b e i n g 
poured into the field of men­ 
tal retardation were allocated 
(Mi the basis of the preva­ 
lence of the various degrees 
of the syndrome, the mildly 
retarded would get the vast 
majority of it. 
Not only do 
they not get it, however, but 
they probably never will.”

emotional responses ranging 
from aversion to sympathy. 
The severely retarded individ­ 
ual is a pathetic creature, hu­ 
man but not quite. 
He is so unlike most of us 
that we cannot identify with 
him. 
Instead, 
we 
develop 
emotional reactions like those 
of his parents, stirred to do 
something to assuage o u r 
guilt and to prevent such a 
thing from happening again. 
“The mildly retarded child, 
on the other hand, is one with 
whom we can identify be­ 
cause he is more like us. This 
similarity adds to his burden 
because it places responsibil­ 
ities on him that we never 
impo-e on the severely re­ 
tarded. If he will not learn, 
we are irked. We feel he can 
learn and behave if he will 
only try. We find it difficult 
to estimate the degree to 
which it is appropriate to 
make demands of him.” 


BECAUSE there is so much 
developing in the educational 
and medical fields concerning 
learning, it would be wise for 
you to join organizations such 
as Association for the Help of 
Retarded Children, which keep 
abreast of the latest informa­ 
tion. 
You should also cooperate 
fuily with your son's physi­ 
cian and his teachers to give 
him all the help he can get. 
Above all, love him for what 
he is and don’t try to com­ 
pare him with other children 
or make him something he is 
not. A well loved mildly re­ 
tarded child can make a far 
better 
adjustment 
to 
t h e 
world than an unloved, brilli­ 
ant child.
